club manager. Well-planned lawns, 
shrubbery arrangement and park- 
ing facilities are- included in the 
plans,

return. Jf this return is not filed 
by the taxpayers they are denied 
their constitutional exemption cf 
$500 and in addition, are penalized 
10 per cen! 


AIL retu ould be füled giv 
ing the7ful tfuewalue of the 
property. The: turns must be 


filed by March 31. No returns 
can be accepted after that time. 

Homestead Exemption Applici 
tions must be Tilled before April 1. 
None can be accepted ofter March 
21. Intangible Personal Property 
Returns must be filled by the same 
time. E

Tells State Cabinet: He 


Opposes Another 
:U. S. S. C. Mill 


TALLAHASSEE, Jan. 29.—U. S. 
Senatór Claude Pepper told the 
state cabinet Tuesday he opposed 
construction of an additional mul 
by the United States Sugar Corp. 
at Clewiston because it would 
"create an unwholesome monopoly” 
under the federal sugar quotas. 

Instead, he indorsed a co-opera- 
tive milj, financed by federal agea 
cies, for handling sugar cane pro- 
duced by-independent farmers +n 
the rich mucklands. 

He said the federal farm security 
administration, - which recently 
bought about 80,000 acres of Evez 
Elades lands for small farms had 
expressed a. favorable attitude, tb 
ward the co-operative mill. —' 

Sugar quotas fixed by the gov 
ernment, Pepper explained, are 
based upon the "historical back- 
groünd" of lands in production, and 
Florida's quota is 24,000 acres. Of 
this, he sald, the U. S. Sugar Corp: 
had about 20,000 acres of its own 
lands. 

Any expansion of the quota 
would increase the lands of thc 
sugar company on its present 85 
per cent ratio of the total area in 
production, he said. 

Thé'United States Sugar Corp. 
has a federal marketing quota and | 
"the more they grow of their own 
in sugar cane the less they can 
buy from independènt producers." 

.With sugar quotas now sus 
pénded, Florida has a chance to 
step up production," Pépper said,

Cut 20 Percent 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan, 29. 
During February Florida sug- 
[ar reccivers will be restricted to 80 
per cent of the amount of sugar 
they consumed during February, 
1941, the priorities division of the 
war production board announced 
here Wednesday night. 

George H. Andrews, district 
nager of the priorities field 
service said the new regulation 
Will be effective as of Jan. 24. 1t 
makes 1941 the base period in es- 
tablishíng sugar quotas for all "re 
celvers," which includes everyone 
but the. ultimate- consumer. 

Under the basic order, each re- 
ceiven will be allocated a certain 
percentage of the amount of sugar 
he used or resold during a corre- 
sponding period of 1941, Andrews 
explained, with percentages and 
length of periods to be set out in 
sybsequent regulations.

George H. Andrews, district 
manager of the priorities fietd

| Board, announced establishment of 
a,n:w regulation. which will per- 
mit firms doing a norma] business 
of less than $100,000 annually to 
use a much simplified form in ask 
ing for priorities. 

The new form, called PD25-X, 
contained but two pages, and will 
replace a form numbered PD25-A 
w not only was eight pages 
long but required listing of much 
| technical background data the new 
application dispenses with. 

“This new regulation is going to 
make the job of getting priority 
Jassistance much easier for the little 
businessman ho is ir defense 
work," Andrews sali, "and should 
be a long step forward in simplify 
ing the priorities pfoblem."
